Jeremy Taylor.

Probably no English divine, even in
those days when so many were cast out of
their stalls or their parsonages, led a more
cleckered life than Jeremy Taylor. Cam-
bridge, London, Oxford, Uppingham, the
rogal army, the retreat in Wales, the lec-
turcehip and the BisLopric in Ireland, all
pass before us in a life not prolonged much
beyond midiile aze. Nodoubt these many
changes, with their attendant miseries, and
the feeling of Leing constantly under sus-
picion, must have been very grevious to
the soul of one who loved study and evi-
dently enjoyed the refnements of courtly
society. In fact & tone of querulousnees
does appear here and there in his letters;
yst on the whole we believe that Taylor,
in the midrt of hisdistresses and wander-
ings, was & happy man; he had the dispo-
sition which inetinctively withdraws itself
from the contact of the pe‘ty ronglnesses
o life and eeizes such enjoyments as are
avtaiuable. He would wa'k in the sunsh'ne

while sunshine was to be found, and not |

voluntarily seck the bleak hillside. The
works of so very imagnatve a writer
give but an imperfec. reflection of the
character of the man: when a maf can so
readily throw himself into the mood which
besesms the occazion, we hardly know
what mood is natural to him; Garrck’s
Hamlet gives no indication of Garrick’s
own personality. Nevertheless, with all
"Taylor's changes of style and even of
thought, the undercurrent of sweotncss,
gentleness, and tolerance is so constant
thiat we can hardly doubt that these did
indecd form an essential part of Lis charic-
ter And to this swee'ness we have a Let-
ter testimony than that of Lis works—his
power of attracting friends. 1f the rich-
ness of hi's conversation at all correspond-
ed to that of his writings, he must Lave
been a most charming companion; and
e had that instinctive sympathy which
adapts iteelf without effort to the dispo-
sition of the person aldressed. Probably
his episcopate was the least Lappy porticn
of his life; but such a men, w.th such
friends, was not likely to be altogether
w serable,

It is even pathetic to see how, inthe

1 dst of the distractions of his changeful
life, he continues with indombiable perse-
veranoe his study and his writing. Besdes
Greek and La in, he understood French
and lialian ; and noi only was he extreme-
ly well read in patristic and sckolastic the-
ology, but he wag constantly in communi-
cation with Mr. loysten, the bookseller,
and eoutrved 1o keep hihself nequainted
wili the current literature of the day,
ho b Englsh awd foregn. lle “wonld
ra her furnsh h'a s udy wi‘h Plutarch
and Cicero, with Livy and Polyb us,"than
with Creraudra sod lbrabim Bassa; yot
Le did net despise e ‘her Mme. de Scuderi,
or Whe soue, or Tom Nash; he read
Duante, 'm he was not &verse to pass an
Lhour wih Poggro Braccioln!l; he would
r.crente hivse!f a’ter his meditations on
Holy Dying, wth & story of Pretonins.

The vigorous and strong mny
bathe early in the morning ¢n an ewmpty
ste mach ; the yoong and weak had betier
bathe three bours afier a meal, alter
breakfast being the lest time. 'l hose
subject to attacks of gildivess and ‘mint
ness, and those who suffer lrom palp 1a.
tion and other dizcases of the Lenr:. should
not bathe without first consulting their
medical adviser

In pasting wall-papers, posters, etc,, es
pecially where successive layers are  ut
on, there arises & most disagreeable o- o
via, which is particulerly noticeauvie in
damp weather, The cause of this is the
decomposition of the paste. In close
Aoms it s very unwholessme and often
the cause of direave. Iu large manulnc
tories, where large gnant.ties of pasie is
u=ed, it often becomes sour and o. ensive,
Glue, also, hae often a ver~ disagreeaule
odor. If, when piaking paste or glue, &
small quantity of earbolic acid is add. d,
it will keep sweet and free from ole sive
smells. A few drops added to mucilage
or ink prevents mold. In whitewashing
the cellar and dairy, if an ounce of car-
bolic acid is added to each gallou of wash,
it will prevent mcld and prevent the di-as
greeable taints often perceived iy meats
and milk from demp apartinents.—Kerubd
of Healéh. ¢
